Amended 


At the Annual General Mcct- 
Ing of the Hongkong Football 
Referees Association held at the 
NAAFI Club Jast night, Mr L. 
G, Young, who was re-elected 
Chairman, urged that all re- 
[crees give thelr whole-hearted 
support in the forthcoming sta- 
son to the schoolboys fogtball 


league. 
Mr Young also stated that the 
fees for referees may be In- 
creased but that thls had yet to 
be confirmed by the Hongkong 
Football Association. 
Office bearers elected for the 
coming year were: Mr L. G. 
Young (Chairman); Major Wal- 
ker (Vice-Chairman); Hon, Sec. 
Mr R. P. Browning and Com- 
mittee members: Messrs F. J.

At the meeting Major Walker 
stated) that he had received

Where metal seating 
for the serew type Is used, this 
seating murt be part of the stud. 
Other than the metal scating for the 
scrow type of stud, no metal plates. 
even though covered with leather or 
rubber shall be worn; neither muds 
which are threaded to allow them 
to be nctewed! on to a base screw 
that ts fixed by nalln or otherwise 
to the soles of buots, nor studs with 
any form or protruding edge, rim or 
rellef marking or ornament shall he 
allowed, 
{d) combined bars and studs may 
be worn. provided the whole con- 
forma to the Reneral requirements 
of thfa Jaw; nelther bara nor studs 
on the soles or heels shall project 
more than three quarters of an inch. 
(N.B--The umusl equipment of o 
player connista of a jerscy or shirt, 
shorts, stockings and boots. A goal- 
keeper shall wear colours which dis- 
tinguished “him from the other 
players). 
Punishment—For any infringement 
of this Law, the player at fault shall 
be sent off the field of play to ad- 
Just his quipment and he rholl not 
return wit Nout first reporting to the 
Referee, who shall satisfy himself 
that the Player's cqiipment ix in 
order; the player shall only ‘re-enter 
the game at a moment when the ball 
haq ceased to be in play.
